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The True Field of Thought.

From the mountain peak of to-day, down 
the long vista of the past we discern a universal 
voice in Literature, in History, in Nature, in 
Art. 

It whispers in the zephyr, it thunders in 
the tempest; it is sculptured in marble; written 
on parchment, flashing jewels and desert 
sands; proclaimed by starry heaven and beau- 
tiful earth; by the birds’ skyward notes, “that 
drench the world with the dews of song;” 
touching at evening the low, western sky to a 
lingering, tender peach color; echoing in the 
murmurs of a sea shell; glistening in the tear- 
drops of dew in the crimson heart-shadows of 
a rose; and sweeping the strings of the vast 
Kolian harps of the forests. 

It is “the light that never was on sea or 
land” transfiguring the faces of Raphael and 
Corregio’s Madonnas; the magic that perme- 
ates the free, wild czardaz of the gipsy or 
the liquid, nightingale strains of the Moonlight 
Sonata; the witchery of the smiles and tears in 
the pure, beautiful face of a child; the throng- 
ing, myriad moods of the mind. It is reverber- 
ating in the roar of the city streets; the whiz of 
wheels in mill and factory; the din of confiict; 
the battle-cry of armies. All these are the 
tears and laughter of the world; the shout of 
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triumph; the song of gladness; the psalm of 
thanksgiving. 

The universe is a vast phonograph, through 
which the voice of God continually speaks. It 
is an acrostic, reading the same forward, back 
ward and across. 

No one disputes the fact that there is an all- 
pervading Force or Power in constant activity 
throughout the universe. 

Physicists talk of it as energy, whose activi- 
ties they recognize in every part of nature, even 
in the granite foundations of the earth; and 
these manifestations of power they call co- 
hesion, gravitation and disintegration. It is 
the Life Principle or First Cause. Matter is its 
visible creation. All history is a biography of 
man’s mind. “When I think of Reason, of 
Truth, of Virtue, I cannot conceive them as 
lodged in your soul and lodged in my soul but 
that you and I and all souls are lodged in that,” 
says Emerson. 

In moral and intellectual natures we are 
forced to recognize a Universal Mind.  Cer- 
tain talents are special to each individual but 
the contemplative, all-commanding vision, the 
sense of right and wrong is alike in all. It is 
the Mind of the mind—the Divine Mind. We 
belong to it, not it tous. Different images are 
used to represent this latent force; as the 
Light, the Spirit, the Truth, the Life, the Sum- 
mum Bonum; all indicating its power. These 
varied names are faces of one substance, iden- 
tical with First Cause. 

Dr: Rebold, the French archeologist, speaks 
of some thirty or forty colleges, which existed 
thousands of years before Christ, where the 
devout of the world gathered to study First 
Cause or Universal Law. Entering these insti- 
tutions, where pure reason was taught, they 
laid aside all prejudices and learned to think 
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honestly of causes, effects and foundation 
principles. 

These students called the First Cause of all 
things—God. They realized that the thoughts 
of the heart make the character and furnish the 
world in which we live. All thoughts that 
aimed to make wrong characters and joyless 
existence they called false thinking or Untruth. 
Truth, with them, was right thinking; the put- 
ting away from the mind the false thoughts 
which make unpleasant conditions and cause 
evil practices. 

There could never have been a time when 
Divine Mind was not expressing itself. Mind 
would be a nonentity without thought. The 
expression or thought of mind is its creation. 
Our minds are the creation or thoughts of 
Universal Mind. “Immeasurable is the High- 
est, who but knows it? And yet the human 
heart can perfectly enclose it.” 

But how do we explain diversity of opinions 
and human experiences? One says that man, 
finance, government, knowledge are failures. 
Another says there are no failures or that 
failures are stepping-stones to success. Some 
hold to the belief that there is evil and sin to 
combat. Others reply, “Evil is delusion of 
mind, doubt but inverted faith. The Good is 
All.” 

We see there is absolute free choice which 
field of thought to cultivate; whether to sow 
seeds of Faith, Love, Purity, Peace and reap 
the abundant harvest of Harmony, of that 
heavenly condition of mind, which realizes, 
“God is in his heaven; All’s well with the 
world,” or to sow the tares of Doubt, Evil, 
Hatred, Distrust, which culminate in Discord, 
Error and Miserv—“a harvest of barren re- 
egrets.” 


Choose well; vour choice is brief and yet 
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endless. We know how people ponder and 
dwell upon a wrong thought unti] they become 
an embodiment of it. Is it any easier to think 
an erring thought than a good one? Is Evil 
more powerful than Good? Might stronger 
than Right? 

If we are guided by the still, small voice we 
shall find ourselves thinking nothing but pure 
thoughts, seeing only the good and beautiful. 
Then by right thinking we can overcome these 
false earth thoughts and advance boldly into 
the very stronghold of error with the blessed 
tidings, “Ye shall know the Truth and the 
Truth shall make vou free.” 

Night brings out the stars; the planets, shin- 
ing and solitary, likefar-away electric are lights, 
the Pleiades, “glittering like fire-flies tangled in 
a silver braid,” and so on through the six mag 
nitudes, to Infinity. But the nearest of them 
is two hundred thousand times as distant as 
the sun and the majority are greater in 
brilliancy. 

Because obscured by the darkness of: Evil, 
Good seems to be completely lost so long is its 
light in piercing the mists and fogs of worldli- 
ness and physical appearances. But, never- 
theless, that light is there and as there is notlr- 
ing swifter nor brighter than light, it will reach 
us, though it be thousands of vears in coming. 

When selfish thoughts are put into the 
Light that fills the world, they cloud it, and 
every heart-star is choked by the smoke unless 
it be so much stronger and purer that it throws 
it off. Every thought-field that unconsciously 
sends forth the thistle-down of Evil upon the 
universal sway of thought, which “bloweth 
where it listeth,” adds another crop to the man- 
ifestations of error. But enough of these 
seeds will fall upon its native, fertile garden 
and we reap the same harvest. Just as long 
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as we believe in the “an-eye-for-an-eye, a-tooth- 
for-a-tooth, every-good-hath-its-evil,” doctrine, 
we will behold unreal and undesirable condi- 
tions in the world. We are thus cultivating 
the field of Delusion, the Earth Mind. 

Childhood is the first or golden age of 
Mind. For, inasmuch as gold is absolutely 
pure, the child mind is perfect Innocence and 
Purity. But wisdom must be added to this 
divine Goodness to form the perfect man mind. 
This union must be accomplished, by Divine 
reasoning, not by the self-will of the intellect, 
the J am of mortal mind. 

This is symbolized in the story of Eden. 
Eden is the primitive purity of Mind. The 
Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, the rea- 
soning faculty. The serpent represents the 
lower self or sense plane. Adam, the Intel- 
lectual Nature, Eve, the love or intuition of 
Mind. The Lord, the Divine Ego, the mirror 
of the Over-Soul. Temptation is the oppor- 
tunity of declaring our freedom from the field 
of delusion and entering our Eden of right 
thinking—our true field of thought. 

We see now of what importance these 
thought-fields are; each having his individual 
fief but all being united in the universal feudal- 
ism of God. It rests with us exclusively how we 
till and sow these heritages; whether you and 
[I and the world sow heart’s-ease or rue. We 
cannot bargain away our birth-right for a mor- 
tal mind of error and be satisfied with the ex- 
change. We must commence with our indi- 
vidual minds and purify them of all wrong 
thoughts before we can send forth the Omni- 
potent Truth to uplift our toiling brethren. 
“This above all, To thine own self be true and 
it shall follow as the night the day; thou canst 
not then be false to any man.” 

As in waiter, face answereth face, so the 


heart of man to man. When error floats into 
your field of Truth, analyze it through the 
spectroscope of Love and you will see the Good 
absorbed in the white light of Purity while the 
seeming Evil will vanish into nothingness, 
whence it came. Out of this nettle Danger we 
pluck this flower of Safety. From the bram- 
bles of Ignorance we pluck the luscious fruit 
of Wisdom. Out of the briars of Hatred we 
gather the beautiful roses of Love. 

We shall bring into captivity every false 
thought to the obedience of Truth. It is our 
mission to uplift the world; to ring in the eter- 
nal vears of peace, love and joy that is our 
rightful inheritance; to love the Good, the 
Truth, with all our strength and heart and 
mind. We will return to our Eden; we realize 
that “All the way to heaven is heaven.” And 
we shall become so at-one with Divine Mind 
that ‘our raptured souls like lilies in a stream, 


that from their fluid pillows never rise, Float. 
on the lazy current of a dream.”

CegTLES GIVING FOR JEWISH CHRISTIANS,—2 Cor. 


1. For as touching the ministering to the saints, 
it is superfluous for me to write to you: 

2. For I know the forwardness of your mind, for 
which I boast of you to them of Macedonia, that 
Achaia was ready a year ago; and your zeal hath pro 
voked very many. 

3. Yet have I sent the brethren, lest our boastinz 
of you should be in vain in this behalf; that, as 1 said, 
ye may be ready: 

4. Lest haply if they of Macedonia come with me. 
and find you unprepared, we (that we say not, ye) 
should be ashamed in this same confident boasting. 

>». Therefore I thought it necessary to exhort the 
brethren, that they would go before unto you, aud 
make up beforehand your bounty, wherecf ye had 
notice before, that the same might be ready, as a mat 
ter of bounty, and not as of covetousness. 

6. But this I say, He which soweth sparingly shall 
reap also sparingly; and he which soweih bountiful.y 
shall reap also bountifully. 

7. Every man according as he purposeth in h 
heart, so let him give; not grudgingly, or of necessity: 
for God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8. And God is able to make all grace abound to 
ward you; that ye, always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good work. 

9. (As is written, He hath dispe:sed abroad; le 
hath given to the poor: his righteousness remaine‘‘h 
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for ever. 

10. Now he that ministereth seed to the sower 
both minister bread for your food, and multiply your 
seed sown, and increase the fruits of your right- 
eousness:) 

11. Being enriched in every thing to all bountiful- 
ness, which causeth through us thanksgiving to God. 
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GOLDEN TEXT.—Ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, yet 
for your sakes he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich.—2-Cor. 8:9. 


Metaphysically interpreting, “the minister- 
ing to the saints at Jerusalem” represents True 
Charity—not merely the “bestowing of one’s 
goods to feed the poor”’—but rather the bestow- 
ing of one’s love—that higher love which sees 
only purity and holiness, and which is sure to 
express itself in charitable deeds—that the ex- 
ternal charity may be visible evidence of the 
internal or true Charity. Yet the charity of 
the external plane is not always evidence of the 
existence of the true Charity within; but thus 
it should ‘be; for this is the Divine order, in 
which Divine Love in man seeks to express 
itself to man. 

“Jerusalem” denotes the centre of Spiritual 
thought, and surrounding cities, centres of 
worldly thought—‘Athens” standing for in- 
tellect, “Philippi” for unjust gain, “Corinth” 
for commerce, etc. 

All faeulties of the mind, which mortal 
thought had misinterpreted and misdirected, 
now being redeemed by 'the coming of the Holy 
Spirit into the heart, are henceforth sub- 
servient to the Spirit. This is the external 
mind redeemed, “ministering to” Spiritual 
thought—Gentile converts “ministering to the 
saints at Jerusalem.” This is “the kings of 
the earth bringing the riches of the Gentiles 
unto thee” (Is. 60) this is the kings of Tarshish 
and of Sheba offering gifts.’-—Ps. 72:10. Each 
mental faculty brings to Spiritual thought the 
wealth of its redeemed powers. That is: Ac- 
cumulation will operate unselfishly for the en- 
largement of Truth among men: Intellect will 
bring its consecrated powers into the service 
of the Spirit; and the Commercial faculty wit 
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bring its resources to enrich and upbuild the 


kingdom of Christ, ete. 

5. And so one born of the Spirit will, from 
a heart overflowing with true charity, give of 
his commercial bounty” unselfishly—‘as a 
matter of bounty”; while worldly charity may 
be wholly “a matter of covetousness”—"good 
business policy’—purely selfish. 

6. It isa universal law, governing all human 
thought and conduct, that “as a man soweth so 
shall he also reap” ;—“sowing bountifully” of 
love, you “shall reap bountifully” of the fruits 
of love. 

7. Thus it appears, that true Charity is a 
mental affair—‘as he purposeth in his heart” 
—from which follows its expression in act. 
Giving, which is the outward expression of true 
Charity, is never performed “grudgingly or of 
necessity,” but “cheerfully”; because Love al- 
ways loves to manifest itself in externals. 

8. In true-charity giving the giver is always 
himself blest, according to this law of sowing 
and reaping. This Divine Law “makes all 
grace abound toward you” “giving all suffi- 
ciency in all things’; and so giving becomes a 
means of grace to the giver. 

10. Your charitable gifts are never so much 
money lost; rather they are so much “seed 
sown” —“‘bread cast upon the waters, which 
thou shalt see after many days.” It shall re 
turn to “minister bread for your food, and multi 
ply your seed for sowing,” and thus “increase 
the fruits of your righteousness.” 

Solomon said: “There is that giveth and 
yet increaseth, and there is that withholdeth 
more than is meet, and it tendeth ‘to poverty.” 
True Charity will increase your charitableness 
and also the visible means for larger charita- 
bleness, according to this righteous law. 

11. The law of cause and effect—sowing and 
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reaping, yields wonderful results: “Ye being en- 
riched in everything unto all liberality,” a posi- 
tive statement without ambiguity. 
clearly shows that the Divine law of increase is 
the very opposite of the human law ;—“giving 
doth not impoverish thee, nor doth withholding

make thee rich.” This is God’s law—not for 
God alone, but for every man in the Spiritual 
consciousness, whose thought is after the 
Divine pattern. “The liberal soul shall be 
made fat, and he that waterth shall be watered 
also himself’—Proy. 11:25. Therefore do not 
say, “I can’t afford to give.” By the law of the 
Spirit, giving one dollar sows the seed for tWo 
dollars—for “he shall multiply thy seed for 
sowing.” ‘He shall measure unto thee double.” 

When commercial thought is brought under 
the law of Christ, it will increase by multiples 
by the higher law of “giving and yet in- 
creasing.” 

Horace Bushnel once said: “What we wait 
for, and are looking hopefully to see, is a con- 
secration of the vast money power of the world 
to the work and cause and kingdom of Christ. 
For that day, when it comes, is the morning of 
the new creation. That tide-wave in the 
money power can be as little resisted, when God 
brings it on, as the tides of the sea: and like 
these also it shall flow across the world in a 
day.” 

Shall we “deal in futures,” and like Bush- 
nell, “wait to see”; or shall we recognize the 
fact. that “now is the day” to realize the work- 
ing of this higher law of God? 


LESSON 11,—September 12th. 
CHRISTIAN LIVING.—Romans 12:9-21. 


9. Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor that 
which is evil; cleave to that which is good. 

10. Be kindly affectioned one to another with 
brotherly love; in honour preferring one another; 

11. Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; 
serving the Lord; 

12. Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribulation; con- 
tinuing instant in prayer; 

15. Distributing to the necessity of saints; given to 
hospitality. 

14. Bless them which persecute you: bless and 
curse not. 

15. Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep 
with them that weep. " 

16. Be of the same mind one toward anotlier. 
Mind not high things, but condescend to men of low 
estate. Be not wise in your own conceits. 

17. Recompense to no man evil for evil. Provide 
things honest in the sight of all men. 

18. lf it be possible, as much as lieth in you, live 
peaceably with all men. 

19. Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but 
rather give place unto wrath: for it is written: Venge- 
anee is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 

20. Therefore ‘if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if 
he thirst, give him drink: for in so doing thou shalt 
heap coals of fire on his head. 

21. Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil 
with good. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good—Romans 12:21. 

9. This is a lesson of precepts. It begins 
by claiming for the Christian the very highest 
perfection, the Divine-Love consciousness. 
Therefore he is exhorted to prove it by mani- 
festing the perfection of “love unfeigned,” 
which he must do, if in the consciousness of 
Love. Less than this would give his pro- 
fessions a tinge of hypocrisy—“dissimulation.” 

If you are in this high consciousness, you 
do not need the precept, “abhor the evil, cleave 
to the good.” For Love cannot see evil; per-

fection cannot see imperfection; it does not 
have to “choose the good,” for it is good, and 
knows nothing else. If Love could see evil, it 
would not be “without dissimulation”’—it 
would not be unadulterated Love. 

But Paul was addressing men who, like us, 
had not attained the realization of Divine per- 
fection. Hence the utility of precepts. As 
“law was not made for the righteous,” so pre- 
cepts were not made for those in the conscious- 
ness of perfection; but for those who are 
“pressing on to the mark for the prize of their 
high calling.” We speak of the “I am conscious- 
ness,” as the “only consciousness’—but who 
has reached \jthis Divine understanding? It is 
our high Ideal. We are somewhere on the way 
between the base and the summit of the moun- 
tain. Every man and every creature is on his 
own plane of consciousness, somewhere below 
the Divine. There will always be a place for 
precepts, until we reach the plane of Under- 
standing. 

10. This Divine Love begets in us “kindly 
affectioned brotherly love’—love on the human 
plane, where we may “outdo one another in 
honor’; yet in the highest realization of Love 
there is no “outdoing,” for all are equal with 
each other in Love. 

14. In that high altitude of thought you will 
“bless them that. curse you,’—you cannot 
“curse”; for Love can only love. 

16. Abiding in love, you are one-minded— 
not double-minded, nor high-minded, but love- 
minded and meek. 

17. Neither can you “recompense evil for 
evil,” nor be dishonest in vour dealings. 

18. “If able through vour own (realization), 
live peaceably with all men.” That is: In the 
consciousness of Love you have the power (“if 
able” to realize and use it), to bring peace out 
of confusion in your environment, “through 
your own” love-thought potency. The only 
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doubt involved in the word “if,” is whether you 
know how to use this power. You are king in 
your kingdom. 

19. This you can accomplish by the non- 
recognition and non-resistence of evil in others. 
“Give place unto wrath’—let it alone—it has 
no power at all against you in the Love con- 
sciousness. “Vengeance” will ultimately react 
on the avenger’s own head, because he believes 
in vengeance—according to the Divine law of 
sowing and reaping. 

20. Therefore, out of a heart of Love, see 
God’s image in him, who calls himself your 
enemy. Feed him and treat him as your 
friend and brother; and you make him such. 
You “heap Love’s coals of fire on his head,” 
consuming the dross of his false ideas and his 
unreal life. “God (as Love) is a consuming 
fire.” 

21. Thus instead of being “overcome of evil” 
you have “overcome evil with good,” and have 
made the evil-designing man good. For Love 
is a great conqueror. 


LESSON !2.—September 19th, 
Paul’s Address to tne Ephesian Elders.—Acts 20:22-3 


22. And now, behold I go bound in the spirit un‘o 
Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall be all 
me there: 

23. Save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth in ev. rs 
city, saying that bonds and afflictions abide me. 

24. But none of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, so that I might tin- 
ish my course with joy, and the ministry, whi.h I 
have received of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel 
of the grace of God. 

25. And now, behold, I know that ye all, ayy ne 
whom I have gone preaching the kingdom of God 
shall see my face no more. 

26. Wherefore I take you to record this day, that 

am pure from the blood of all men. 

27. For I have not shunned to declare unto you 
all the counsel of God. 
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28. Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to 
all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost ‘ha:h 
made you overseers, to feed the church of God, which 
he hath purchased with his own blood. 

29. For I know this, that after my departing shall 
grievous wolves enter in among you, mot sparing the 
flock. 

30. Also of your own selves shall men arise, 
speaking perverse things, to draw away disciples af- 
ter them. 

31. Therefore watch, and remember, that hy the 
space of three years I ceased not to wara every one 
night and day with tears. 

32. And now, brethren, I commend you t> G.d, 
and to the word of his grave, which is abl» .o build 
you up, and to give yott an inheritance among all 
them which are sanctified. 

338. I have coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or 
apparel. 

34. Yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands 
have ministered unto my necessities, and to them that 
were with me. 

35. I thave shewed you all things, how that so la- 
bouring ye ought to support the weak, and to remem- 
ber the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Remember the words of 
the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed 
to give than to receive.—Acts 20:35. 

In chapter 19, verse 21, we find that, at Ephe- 
sus “Paul purposed in spirit to go to Jerusa- 
lem.” That is: of his own purpose—and not 
by the Holy Spirit’s direction—he planned a 
trip through Macedonia and Greece to Jeru- 
salem and Rome. On this trip he wintered in 
Corinth, where he wrote the epistile to the Ro- 
mans. Thence he went to Philippi in Mace- 
donia, where seven others joined him to go into 
Asia. They spent seven days in Troas, from 
which point Paul sends messengers to Ephesus, 
inviting the presbytery of that church to meet 
him in Miletus some twenty miles away, be- 
cause he had not 'time to go there, if he would 
be in Jerusalem at Pentecost. This lesson is a 
part of his speech to these Ephesian elders. 
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a burdened spirit—bound in spirit,’—under a 
“burden” of fearful forebodings. Ever since 
he started the Holy Spirit has repeatedly fore- 
warned him, that “bonds and _ afilictions 
awaited him,” if he persisted in this trip to 
Jerusalem. From the fact that no good re- 
sulted from this trip directly, we infer that 
aul was following his own “purpose,” and not 
the Spirit’s leading at all; and the Spirit 
sought by various means to dissuade him from 
his headstrong “purpose.” The close connec- 
tion between the 22d and 23d verses indicate 
that these warnings “in every city” had refer- 
ence only to this trip. Every step was attended 
with warnings. At Tyre, where they tarried 
seven days, the disciples urged him (“through 
the Spirit”) to abandon the trip; and the next 
day at Cesarea, the last stopping place before 
Jerusalem, the prophet Agabus, “took Paul’s 
girdle and bound his own hands and feet, and 
said: ‘Thus saith the Holy Ghost, so shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man that owneth 
this girdle, and shall deliver him into the 
hands of the Gentiles,’ ” 

24. But Paul’s sense of his high calling to 
“the ministry of the Lord Jesus” was so great, 
that it overshadowed all considerations of his 
own personal safety. giving him a sort of con- 
tempt for his own life; he is even desirous to 
“finish his course” (with jov” is not in the Re- 
vised Version). 

Had he with greater meekness heeded the 
Spirit’s warnings, “considering discretion the 
better part of valor,” and kept away from Jeru- 
salem, he might never have gone to Rome in 
chains; but he might have lived long ‘to preach 
the glad tidings to other gentiles. 

25. So strong are his forebodings of disaster, 
that he believes. that he is going to his doom, 
and “shall see their face no more.” And this 
discourse is his final farewell.

Notes on the Cantata. 


MRS. T. B. H. BROWN. 


Dear Mrs. Fillmore: 

Your letter was received last week and I have 
been trying to find time to comply with your 
request regarding the Cantata; I have written 
a sort of running description, you can cull out 
of it anything you think you can use in your 
own article. 

We only had a few weeks in which to pre- 
pare the Cantata and train the children. 

Dr. Sullivan first spoke to me about it after 
he came home from his trip to Topeka last 
Spring, and you will remember how near that 
was to the meeting of the congress. He said 
that he had been imstructed by the Congress 
Committee to request me to prepare something 
and that Mr. Morgan had said that if I would 
write the words he would put them to music. 

[ told ‘him that I would see my sister, Miss 
Jennie L. Holmes. She also could rhyme and 
if she would help me and if the schools would 
put the leadership of training the children in 
my hands I would see what I could do with 
them. I then visited the schools and found 
how many wished to take part in the -ex 
ercises. 

The reason that I asked for leadership in 
the training was that I realized that in the 
short time alloted us it would take a skilled 
hand to carry it through and tthe dialogue had 
to be adapted to the children who would take 
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part. I bad had nearly twenty years’ experi- 
ence in public school teaching and L knew that 
there was work ahead. 

From beginnmg to end it seemed as if God 
Was in that Cantaiua. 

Il asked my sister to write something for the 
primary classes and she wrote the bird and 
violet songs. The Broadway School was so 
large that it absorbed both of them and then 
we found that we could not get the little ones 
of the different schools together in the same 
place often enough to train them in the same 
songs, so L wrote the Grasshopper and Butter- 
fly songs for the Franklin Avenue and Uni- 
versity Street schools. 

She wrote the Lily and Rose songs; a part 
of the welcome and closing anthem. I wrote 
Mother Nature's, parts, Kainbow songs tie 
Passion Flower, etc., ete. 

As fast as the parts were written we turned 
them over to Mr. Morgan and he prepared the 
music that always seemed the very thing for 
each part. 

The characters who took part in the Can- 
tata were from three Divine Science Sunday- 
schools: the Broadway school superinitended 
by Mr. Schraeder; the Franklin Avenue school 
superintended by Mrs. Cudigan, and the Uni- 
versity School superintended by Mr. John 
Scholl. 

At least 200 children were trained but ow- 
ing to the Turnfest, held here about the same 
time as the Congress, about fifty dropped out. 
We ‘had committees appointed and requested 
the officers to keep statistics but owing to the 
different places of meetingit seemed impossible 
to keep anything like reliable statistics. 

It was all Mr. Morgan, my sister, myself, 
Mrs. Finney and the few teachers who could 
help, could do to train the respective classes 
without keeping statistics, 

I spent Sunday mornings at Franklin Ave. 
and Sunday afternoons at Broadway. 
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While individuals and classes met me at 
different times at my room and in different 
parts of the city. 

Mr. Schrader was a great help—he rented 
a typewriter and a friend of his made copies for 
each child. 

The costumes were thought of by myself 
and Mrs. E. J. Scholl was the principal assistant 
in carrying out the idea. She made Mother 
Nature’s and Rainbow costumes. 

Mrs. Olsen made the lilies and the roses 
the children carried as fairy wands. 

On Friday evening after the adjournment 
of the afternoon session, the platform was 
decorated with numerous branches of forest 
trees that an old colored man had brought 
from the woods without the great city. 

The Idea to be developed was, “God in Na- 
ture or the Riches of His Kingdom.” I had 
presented the thought to the children during 
the four weeks training that Nature held a 
Great Secret and that secret was God. 

The children were clothed in costumes rep- 
resenting tthe flowers of forest and field, also 
birds, butterflies, etc., and when the forest- 
decked platform greeted them they seemed for 
the time to lose their identity in the characters 
they represented. 

A welcome sung by at least 150 young voices 
rang out. 

“Nature’s Secret,” a litthe poem written by 
Miss Gracie Holmes when she was only ten 
years of age was then spoken by a little girl. 
Miss Gracie Holmes is my youngest sister. 

A young lady dressed in white sang the 
Snow Song. 

Miss Lena Noeker, a young lady, of the 
Broadway Sunday-school was the central 
figure of the Cantata and to her perseverance 
and diligence, in ‘the faithful study of her part, 
as well as to her beautiful face and voice much 
of the success of the Cantata is due. 
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The love element of the God Substance was 
personified ia Mother Nature. She sympa- 
thized with all the games and songs of her little 
ones. . 

The Source and Wisdom was sung by an in- 
visible person. 

Unity was illustrated by the harmony that 
prevailed. 

The vioiets, birds and butterflies were rep- 
resented by the little children. 

The dresses of the violets were of white 
sprinkled plentifully with violets. 

The roses were supposed to be the wild 
roses, 

The gorgeous wings and dresses of the but- 
terflies flashed here and there in contrast to the 
white dresses of the animated lilies and pink 
dresses of the roses. 

The green dress coats and brown legs of the 
little boys who sang the grasshopper song was 
the comic element in the play. 

The lilies and roses were children of the 
intermediate grades and the primary and sec- 
ondary, rainbows were represented by fourteen 
young ladies who wore crowns of gold to repre- 
sent sunlight; some floating fleecy material 
that reminded one of the white clouds, the 
colors showing the flowing sleeves and sashes 
of the rainbow dress. The rain-drops were 
illustrated in the rainbow anthem. 

There was a single Passion Flower who re- 
cited “The Légend,” a young lady whose beau- 
tiful hair fell flowing around her form, her dress 
was the color of the passion flower. .A wreath 
of the same flowers hung over the white cross 
and at the close of the poem, when Mother Na- 
ture took the cross from her and crowned her, 
the effect was very beautiful. But it was only 
one of the many beautiful scenes of the beauti- 
ful play. 

Mother Nature’s dress was of green gar- 
landed with flowers. She carried in her hand 
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a harp wreathed in vines, she seemed to bring 
with her the breath of the woods and her voice 
seemed to hold in its compass the unsung notes 
of the wild ‘birds and of the winds in the dark 
“cool places where lie beds of green moss and 
ferns beneath the interlaced branches of forest 
trees. 

She danced airily and gracefully over the 
moss to meet her violets as they darted up one 
after another in answer to the calls of the birds 
as the song of the snow flakes melted away. 

They sang 

“Ever there, Ever there, 

Peace and plenty fill the air 
On the wing, On the wing; 

Blessed tokens we will bring.” 


Soon the bees began humming, there were 
katydid frog and whippoorwill and bob white 
calls (boys behind the scenes). Mid summer 
was upon us. The little birds sang as they 
built their nests and fed their little birdies. 


Those children for the time, lost all idea of 
limitation, they were real birds and they 
flitted in and out and around Mother Nature as 
birds of the air. 

The lilies and roses swayed gracefully as 
they sang of the Source of all this richness and 
beauty. You could see that the children were 
thoroughly impressed with their parts; while 
the lilies swayed in perfect grace the roses were 
more erect in their deportment. The little 
grasshoppers hopped in the exuberance of joy. 
The butterflies contentedly sipped the honey as 
they flitted from flower to flower softly folding 
and unfolding their wings while singing their 
history in song. Mother Nature svmpathizing 
all the while until one liftle darling became so 
transported with love, freedom and joy, that 
she danced in an abandonment of happiness 
while Mother Nature expressed her sympathy 
in her transports, in numerous graceful move- 
ments and caresses. 
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Sowing and reaping was taught in a re- 
sponsive exercise and the whole Cantata was 
one Pean of Praise. 

The elements of fire and water were illus- 
trated in a recitation called “Love is the Only 
Power.” 

The Cantata is protected by copy-right but 
a few selections are appended with the per- 
mission of the authors. 

However, only a faint idea can be given 
without being accompanied with Mr. Morgan’s 
beautiful airy compositions of music.

If he or she will not do the right 
thing by thee, then pray the Father to forgive them 
and let them go. For it is true they do not know what 
they have done. They will find that out further on. 
But thee should feel sorry for them and pray the 
Father to forgive them. But have no thought of thy 
self. Thy Father which is in Heaven knows all 
things are His. He will recompense thee tenfold. And 
thee will not be able to contain the blessing which 
will be poured out unto thee. But what about thy 
brother or thy sister, who took from thee? When 
they did it, they ran against the Law and were 
broken. No one can break the Law, it is so strong 
that all the people in existence, could not break it. 
But those who think of a better way than God’s way, 
think they can cheat a little here and a little there it 
will never be found out; or another will speak an un- 
kind word against another, according to the size of 
the offence. So they close their bodies against the 
Love of God, which is their life Force. Everyone who 
is nursing any kind of strife: whether it be a fear of 
being found out in something they would not have the 
world at large to know, or whether it be the holding 
fear of any kind—afraid of water, of accident, of any 
kind, afraid of thieves breaking in, or whatever they 
may be fearing. Then comes jealousy, hate revenge, 
criticism, which is back-biting. Al these are running 
against the Law. And according to the size of cue

these things,

to flow through to our fellows. For I see we need 
never think about ourselves. For all we have to do 


is love our fellows and the Law takes care of us. 


Then are we the children of the Law, God and there 
is no sickness, pain or death. But I saw that there 
was everything there to bless the children who were 
filled with Love. 

Well I did not expect my letter to grow so long, 
but I could not keep it, I give it freely; it has blessed 
me it may bless others. I understand the Law. Give 
and ye shall have.
